T he president’s address w as deliv 
ered in a drizzling rain in E den P ark 
overlooking the Ohio. 
A pproxim ately 
5,000 persons cheered th e president. 
The cerem onies w ere arran g ed by 
th e Ohio Valley Im provem ent Associ 
ation, w hich blazed th e trail for the 
liv e im provem ent for a q u arte r of a 
century. 
S ecretary of W ar Good and M ajor 
G eneral Lytell Brow n, chief of arm y 
engineers, w ere p articip atin g in 
th e 
celebration, w ith the chief executive 
and M rs. Hoover. 
T he president’s speech w as in dedi 
catio n of a m onum ent in E den P a rk 
com m em orating 
com pletion 
of 
th e 
new a rte ry of com m erce. 
‘‘The engineering m ind about w hich 
I see so m uch in th e 
papers,” 
the 
p resid en t said, 
“here does come to 
th e surface and lu x u riates in ap pre­ 
ciation of a g reat engineering job well 
done.” 
T he president told his audience th a t 
today's 
cerem onies 
m arked 
a 
new 
epoch in the history of national w ater­ 
w ay developm ent. 
“The whole Ohio V alley and the n a­ 
tion as well should be congratulated 
upon this occasion. 
“T his new in stru m en t of com m erce, 
from w hich untold blessings will come 
y ea r a fte r year, is an enduring monu­ 
m en t to those p atien t m en of my own 
profession w hose lives are spent in 
devising m eans to increase th e com ­ 
fo rt and convenience of the w orld.” 
P re sid en t and M rs. H oover and th eir 
official p arty will devote today and 
tom orrow to the Ohio river celebra­ 
tion. 
A fter the E den P a rk address, 
th e presid en t’s program called for a 
luncheon in the G ibson hotel, to w hich 
500 persons were invited, and his de­ 
p a rtu re a t 2 P. M., on th e governm ent 
steam er G reebrier for Louisville w here 
tom orrow night he w ill deliver

principal address of his tour. 
T he presidential special arrived at 
C incinnati at 9 A. M. from D earborn, 
M ich., w here the chief executive par- 
t ;cipated yesterday in celebrating the 
50th an niversary of th e electric light. 
The text of the p resid en t’s m essage 
follow s: 
“My fellow countrym en and w om en: 
“It is a g reat pleasure to me to 
sh a re in the dedication of this m onu­ 
m ent glorifying for all tim e the com ­ 
pletion of a nine-foot channel for the 
full length of the Ohio river.

com e to the surface and luxuriates in

TODAY IS RESTING 
EASILY 
D etroit, Oct. 22.—(UR) — Thom as A. 
Edison w ore his crow n of laurels hap­ 
pily although feebly today. 
The inventor, his 83 years bearing 
m ore heavily on his stren g th under 
th e tax of elaborate genius and still 
sem i-convalescent from a recent a t­ 
tack of pneum onia, alm ost collapsed 
last night. 
A t th e hom e of Mr. and Mrs. H enry 
Ford, w here he was ta k en a fte r the 
strenuous day, he was restin g easily 
today and physicians w ho had visited 
him said they did not believe he was 
in danger. 
In a replica of the laboratory in 
w hich he perfected his first incandes­ 
cent light bulb, the electrical w izard 
perform ed 
again 
the 
epochal 
feat. 
Then he alm ost collapsed. 
R egaining 
his stren g th , Edison spoke to m illions 
of radio listeners over th e world, as 
well as the 500 persons seated in the 
new E dison in stitu te 
of 
technology 
hall. 
H is talk w as the essence of m odesty 
and sim plicity. H e stressed the im ­ 
portance of the w ork of pioneers in 
the electrical field before him and of 
the loyal m en w ho w orked Witt) him. 
-I f T have contributed to the fiappi 
ness of m y fellow m an, I am happy,” 
he said. 
P resid en t H over then spoke, paying 
trib u te to m en of science. 
“O ur scientists and 
inventors 
are 
am ongst our m ost 
priceless 
posses­ 
sions,” th e president said. 
“T here is 
no sum th a t the world could not af­ 
ford to pay these men who have the 
originality of m ind, th a t devotion and 
industry to ca rry 
scientific 
thought

adm inistering restoratives, w hile the 
inventor w as resting. 
As soon as P resident H oover had 
gone, E dison w alked unsteadily to an 
autom obile. 
H e w as driven directly 
to the hom e of Mr. and M rs. Ford, 
his hosts on his visit to the scenes of 
his early life. 
A physician who ac­ 
com panied him rem ained a t the Ford 
hom e about 20 m inutes, and left afte r 
satisfying him self the inventor w as in 
no im m ediate danger. 
P resident H oover satisfied him self 
th a t Edison w as 
m erely 
w eakened 
from the stra in of the celebration in 
his honor before going to his special 
train. 
The president left for C incin­ 
nati at m idnight. 
The banquet last night a t which 
Edison and the president spoke was 
the clim ax of the day’s celebration at 
the dedication of the new Edison in­ 
stitu te of technology, established by 
H enry Ford to aid the youth of the 
land in scientific research.

Paris, Oct. 22.—(U.R> — The govern­ 
ment of Premier Aristide Briand was 
defeated on a vote in the chamber of 
deputies today. 
Premier Briand was reversed on a 
vote of 288 against 277. 
The resignation of the Briand cabi­ 
net was expected to follow. 
The Briand cabinet had twice staved 
off defeat earlier in today's session of 
parliament which convened this after­ 
noon. 
Briand himself had gone to the tri­ 
bune fpur times in attem pts to pacify 
the opposition which had staged 
a 
violent assault on the government's 
policy in connection with The Hague 
reparations accord and the evacuation 
of the Rhineland. 
The attack was led by George* Men­ 
del, a protege of the war time pre­ 
mier, Georges Clemenceau.
